States~ 
men of every party, clergymen of various de- 
nominatjons, gentlemen from every part of

was founded at a * in the city ol 


Birmingham a year ago, and may now be 


cons.dered as one of the English institutions, 
destined to a long and useful existence- 


They propose to consider the laws of socias 
progress, and to promote judicious 
for the amelioration of the condition of men. 
They do not lose their time in vapid and 
vaperous speeches upon philanthropic plati- 
tudes and impracticable schemes, but proceed 
with a definite and well arranged plan. 
According to the address of Lord John 
Russell, who has succeeded Lord Broughman, 
in the presidency of the Society, the business 
is divided into five great departments, Juris- 
prudence and Amendment of the Law, Educa- 
tion, Punishment and Reformation, Public 
Health and Social Economy. Learned and 
thoughtful papers on all these themes bave 
been presented. Besides the elaborate dis- 
eourse ef the present and the former Presi- 
dent, there were contributions from Kuskin, 
Florence Nightingale, Charles Kingsley, the 
Earl of Shaftesbury, Rex. Mr. Howson, one 
of the authors of the well known work on St.

NEW CANADIAN COINAGE. : 

The Toronto Globe gives a description of the 
ne cin for the Canadian curaency, recently 
sent out from Eagiand. The cent is somewhat 
emelier than a Briush halt penuy, and of a 
brighter color, some white metal having been 
mixed with it in order to bring it up to the re- 
quired valae. On one side is a bonutifully exe- 
cuted medallion of the Queen, an exact copy of 
that which appears upon the Eoglish shilling: 
Between two rows of beadiog are the words, 
“ Victoria Dei Gratia, Regina Canada (The 
word Canada is disconnected from those pre- 
ceeding it.) The obverse is ornamented with a 
Wreath of maple leaves, andthe words One 
Cent, 1888.“ The silver coin are alike in design. 
The twenty ceat pieces are a little smaller than 
the Eaglish shilling, and the ten and tive cent 
pieces are the same size as the American coin 
of the same value. The silver differs from 


the copper coin in design. The forme 


has only one row of beading, and the maple 
leaves, instead of running all round, are arranged 
the ine way as the rose, shamrock and thistle 
upon British money, with a crown dividing the 
one branch from the other. The letters and fic- 
ures used are plain, being proportioned to the size 
of the coin. The edges are not milled. 

Ouly a case of specimens has thus far been re- 
ceived by the Canadian offictals, but a considera- 
ble amount is expected to be slipped from the 
Britiss mint in a short time. 

Canada it will be remembered has adopted a 
decimal currency, and as our relations with our 
neighbors over the “tine” are becoming every 
year more iatimste we have no little interest in 
this change for the better.”
